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Seek alternate routes this summer

Traffic is going to be 
Challenging on Rte. 3A, 
when Fore River Bridge 
traffic is narrowed to only 
one lane in each direction 
during the final phase of 
new bridge construction, 
from June 2 to September 
1. The two Rte. 3A lanes 
will merge into one lane at 
Monatiquot Avenue, at the 
Weymouth foot of the Fore 
River Bridge, and do the 
same at the Quincy rotary 
on the other side of the 
bridge. 

Patrick Marvin, spokes¬ 
person at MassDOT said: 
“We have thought a lot 
and met a lot about how to 
manage this effort. Crews 
will work diligently to get 
the construction work 
completed as soon as pos¬ 
sible. We hope commuters 
will work to find alterna¬ 
tives, including transit.” 

Transportation officials 
announced that traffic 
times to travel Rte. 3A can 
be anticipated to double. 
They also announced 
that the South Shore’s 
transit providers are 
necessary partners during 
the construction period, 
and urged drivers to seek 
alternate routes. How does 
the South Shore lose 7500 
cars for three months? 

What can you do? Here 
are some suggestions. 

Alternative Driving 
Routes 

If Rte. 3A over the Fore 
River Bridge is your route 
to work, what can you do? 

If you live in Scituate, try 
Rte. 123 to Rte. 3 or Rte. 

53, and forget Rte. 3A for 
the summer. 

Can you cut across on 
First Parish Road, or on 
Pond Street if you are 
in Scituate or Cohasset? 
What other detours can 
you make further down 
Rte. 3A? 

Take a left on Rte. 228 at 
East Street off of Rte. 3A, 
and find alternate routes 
via Fort Hill Street, High 
Street, Cushing Street, 
or through Queen Ann’s 
comer. 

An alternative driving 
route being prepared by 
MassDOT takes Rte. 3A 
commuters left on North 
Street in Weymouth, to 
link with Commercial 
Street, and then recon¬ 
nect with Quincy Avenue. 
Although this is already a 
congested option, through 
Weymouth Landing, there 
will be signal improve¬ 
ments along the route, and 
traffic officers helping to 
move traffic along. 

Rte. 3A and the alter¬ 
native route through 
Weymouth Landing will 
be monitored daily by 
highway officials.

some misconceptions at 
Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Master Plan Committee.

Ferries 

In a happy coincidence, 
the MBTA is dedicat¬ 
ing the new $7 million 
Hingham intermodal ferry 
terminal on June 3, and 
an entirely new dock¬ 
ing system has just been 
installed this past week¬ 
end. According to Mimi 
Lannin, the MBTA Deputy 
Director of Finance, Rail 
and Water TYansportation, 
the docking system, built 
for about $ 700 , 000 , was 
overseen by BHC/Nolan 
Associates, LLC. Rick 
Nolan, Principal of Boston 
Harbor Cruises, was 
instrumental in the selec¬ 
tion of Boston Bridge and 
Steel and lent his expertise 
to the MBTA throughout 
the entire project. The new 
docking system includes 
a fendering system (to 
protect the vessels and 
barges from damage), zinc 
anodes (to prolong the life 
of the barges) and bollard 
lighting. 

Additionally, two new 
MBT A airport catama¬ 
ran ferries are currently 
under construction at the 
Gladding-Hearn Shipyard 
in Somerset Massachu¬ 
setts. The airport route 
serves Hingham, Hull, 
Logan and Boston. One 
vessel will be delivered in 
August. The MBTA will 
also be monitoring the 
need for expanded ferry 
service during this bridge 
construction period, and 
could add ferry service 
if there is a demand and 
vessel availability. There 
is av ailable parking at the 
Hingham Shipyard, and 
all vessels have available 
capacity at the moment. 

Ferries are av ailable 
from Hingham to Bos¬ 
ton’s Rowes Wharf, Long 
Wharf and Logan Airport. 
During the summer there 
are also Boston Harbor 
Island ferry connec¬ 
tions from the Hingham 
Shipyard. If you come in 
to Logan and there’s a wait 
until the next I-ogan ferry 
arrives, you can also take a 
water taxi to Rowes Wharf 
to meet the more frequent 
Hingham ferries, or to 
Long Wharf for easy con¬ 
nection to the Hingham/ 
Hull boats. 

There is limited park¬ 
ing for the Hull commuter 
boat on Pemberton Point, 
which is municipal park¬ 
ing only and requires a 
sticker. There is a bus to 
the Hull commuter boat 
from Station Street in 
Hingham. State Represen¬

Commuter Rail 

Commuter rail was 
offered as an alternative by 
MassDOT officials, along 
with the observation that 
there is space available in 
the Cohasset and Nantas- 
ket Junction parking lots. 
There should be space 
available at Greenbush as 
well. 

The Plymouth com¬ 
muter rail line also is 
available to those who 
could link to the Abington 
station, or other stations 
along the route. 

MBTA Buses 

The regular M BTA bus 
routes down Rte. 3A to 
Hingham Station Street 
and Weymouth will con¬ 
tinue to operate, but plan 
on more time, since they 
will continue to travel Rte. 
3A. 

Plymouth and Brockton 
Bus 

Commuters for whom 
the P&B bus stopping at 
the Rockland Park and 
Ride lot at Exit 14 off of 
Rte. 3 would be conve¬ 
nient are encouraged to 
explore that option. There 
is no word from Plymouth 
and Brockton whether 
there will be any addi¬ 
tional bus service during 
the construction period. 
Logan Airport buses stop 
at this lot as well. Check 
the Plymouth and Brock¬ 
ton bus schedule. 

Traffic Information 

Information signs are 
being posted where Rte. 

3A commuters could 
divert to alternate routes. 
There are four of these 
signs South of the Fore 
River Bridge, beginning as 
you enter Hingham, before 
the Rte. 228 intersection. 
There’s one facing Hull 
traffic entering the Hing¬ 
ham rotary. There’s one 
at the Back River Bridge, 
and one at the right turn 
to take commuters to Neck 
Street, where one can 
cross Rte. 3A to make a 
connection to Commercial 


Street. (MassDOT is look¬ 
ing into having another 
information sign installed 
at the Scituate rotary to 
encourage traffic to take 
Rte. 123 at that point, and 
to including the warning, 
“seek alternate routes!" on 
the information signs.) 

MassDOT and White/ 
Skanska officials encour¬ 
aged commuters to follow 
mass511.com for updates 
on traffic, construction 
and incidents on Massa¬ 
chusetts roadways. If you 
have a question during 
construction, you are 
invited to call a member 
of the White/Skanska 
design/build team at 
617-504-2924.

Other Questions 

Members of the public 
at the public forum in 
Quincy asked whether a 
ferry could be provided to 
Nantasket Pier during the 
summer, as an alternative 
to get visitors to Nantasket 
Beach. Ferries to Nantas¬ 
ket Beach ran through the 
1970s. 

Questions arose about 
possible additional 
conflicts with other 
MassDOT projects like the 
announced reconstruc¬ 
tion of overpasses at the 
Braintree split. There w as 
a recommendation that 
state officials sort out and 
stage the various construc¬ 
tion pro-jects. 

What is your question? 
How will you adjust your 
life to meet this challenge? 
Do you have a suggestion 
for an alternative route for 
South Shore commuters 
and visitors? The Hing¬ 
ham Journal will continue 
to explore your questions 
and concerns, and provide 
updates through October 
1, when the new bridge is 
open.

He announced that 
once tlie summer phase is 
completed, and starting 
September 1, there will ho 
three lanes of traffic over the 
new bridge. T here will lx' a

to accommodate (x-ak traf¬ 
fic. Traffic will return to 
something closer to normal 
witli morning inbound traf¬ 
fic in two lanes, and then tin* 
middle lane shift to provide 
two lanes for oiitlxnind traffic 
at die afternoon rush hour. 

By October 1, South Shore 
commuters, visitors and 
residents can anticipate 
“achieving full beneficial 
use of the new bridge," said 
Gulliver. All four lanes will 
lx- flowing, two in each direc¬ 
tion, onix* again. 

A single alternative route 
has been proposed as a 
detour during the June 2 to 
September 1 period when 
there will only be two travel 
lanes. From die South, com¬ 
muters are encouraged to 
take a left on North Street ip 
Weymouth, and a right on 
Commercial Street through 
Weymouth Landing anfi 
then to link back to Quin<$ 
Avenue. MassDOT will fc* 
adjusting timing of signals, 
deploying law enforcement 
details along that route to 
help smooth out traffic where 
it is needed. 

MassDOT has already 
“activated a number of 
message boards." Gulliver 
mentioned that MassDOT 
lias selected the time because 
of lower traffic volume 
expected during the summer 
months. 

Gulliver wrapped up his 
comments by saying that the 
Commonwealth appreciates 
patience of traveling public. 
He acknowledged Brain¬ 
tree, Quincy, Weymouth 
as the communities most 
directly impacted by this 
project, and thanked them 
for their patience during the 
disruption.

Dugan said. “This gives us 
a baseline from where we 
are." 

Bodell, who presented 
an overview of building 
permits and land par¬ 
cels, dispelled a common 
misconception. 

“There is a common 
refrain that we don’t have 
any more of the Cook Estate 
and Toll Brothers parcels, 
that we are limited, and 
that there is only so much 
more we can build," said 
Bixlell, presenting analysis 
that determined under the 
most conservative estimates 
that Cohasset could grow at 
historic levels for the next 
25 years. 

She explained that when 
taking, Toll Bros, and Cook 
Estate out of the data, an 
average of 17 new homes 
has been built annually 
from 2009 to 2016. Putting 
those two developments 
back in, shows 26 new 
homes built annually. 

Bodell, who is also a 
member of the Advisory 
Committee, presented 
research that also showed 
plenty of available parcels 
that could be developed, 
some large enough to house 


new subdivisions. 

“The whole refrain that 
growth is limited, we’re not 
making any more land in 
Cohasset and there is only 
so much we can develop 
is not correct,” she said. 
“We’ve got plenty.” 

Selectman Kevin McCar¬ 
thy, who also serves on the 
MPC, put the presenta¬ 
tions into perspective. 

“From a master plan¬ 
ning point of view, once 
we grasp the potential 
for development, and 
then grasp the long-term 
financing along with the 
community we want — 
we can then develop the 
policies that would go with 
that," he said. 

McCarthy also noted 
how much the average 
value listed for building 
permits of new homes 
being constructed has 
risen and wondered about 
the effect that will have 
on the nature of Cohasset 
over time. The presenta¬ 
tion showed the average 
building permits for new 
homes show values at 
$720,000 over the past 
three years, up from 
$420,000 in prior years.

officially recognize the 
holiday was New York 
in 1873. By 1890 it was 
recognized by all of the 
northern states. It is now 
celebrated in almost every 
state on the last Monday 
in May (National Holi¬ 
day Act of 1971 passed 
by Congress to ensure a 
three-day weekend for 
Federal holidays). 

It is human nature to 
avoid the unpleasant, but 
we need to remember the 
cost of war, we need to 
remember the price paid 
for our freedoms, we need 
to not let those who died, 
die forgotten and in vain. 

When Congress made 
the day part of a three-day 
weekend, it made it all the 
easier to get distracted 
from the spirit and mean¬ 
ing of the day.

Dealing with urgent problem of gas leaks

S omething’s afoot. 

Signs are showing 
up on telephone 
poles in South Shore 
towns, highlighted by a 
bright red arrow point¬ 
ing downwards, which 
is accompanied by the 
admonition: “Fix a Gas 
Leak Here.” Further down, 
more disturbing messages: 
“Protect child health.” 
“Protect your $$.” “Protect 
our climate.” 

What does that mean? 
What is “here” that is 
threatening our chil¬ 
dren, our money and our 
climate? Well, here, there 
and everywhere in Mas¬ 
sachusetts are gas leaks 
that are erupting out of 
our ancient pipelines due 
to their age and lack of 
maintenance. What they’re 
leaking is the problem — 
methane, a highly volatile 
chemical compound and 
dangerous polluter that 
is speeding up global 
warming much faster than 


carbon dioxide. 

Because this problem 
is so urgent, folks from 
Hingham, Hull, Cohasset, 
Marshfield and Scituate 
have been posting signs 
(referred to as tagging) 
and will continue to do 
so after last night's forum 
that dealt with the urgent 
problem of gas leaks, at 
Glastonbury Abbey, 16 
Hull St. 

While the federal gov¬ 
ernment drags its heels 
on global warming, the 
states have been accelerat¬ 
ing their efforts to reduce 
our dependence on fossil 
fuels, and making it easier 
for the clean, sustainable 
fuel industry to grow. 

This is possible because 
after years of running 
away from the daunting 
prospect of our planet 
overheating, people all 
over the country have 
begun to dedicate them¬ 
selves to the reversal of 
climate change, by getting 
rid of the villains causing 
that change — greenhouse 


gas emissions, which are 
the result of burning fossil 
fuels. 

One of the ways to do 
that is to work on the 
elimination of gas leaks, 
by making our friends and 
neighbors aware of not 
only the leaks’ contribu¬ 
tion to climate change, but 
also aware of the fact that 
— as rate payers — they 
are the ones charged by 
the utility companies for 
gas that never makes it to 
their homes. In Massachu¬ 
setts, that can be as high 
as $60 million a year. 

Those just joining the 
fight to save our belea¬ 
guered planet, don’t have 
to go far to start setting 
things right, by either find¬ 
ing nearby leaks through 
their telltale smell, or by 
looking online for Google 
maps that show the loca¬ 
tions of these leaks, which 
have been documented 
by the gas utilities them¬ 
selves. Next step is to is 
give that information to 
our state representatives, 


who have the most power¬ 
ful tools to eliminate this 
scourge. 

The war against gas 
leaks — along with most 
actions against climate 
change over the past 
several years — has come 
from grassroots organi¬ 
zations that have been 
inspired by the words and 
deeds of scientists, writ¬ 
ers and activists across 
the world, who have taken 
on responsibilities that 
normally belong to elected 
and appointed leaders. 
But, tragically, most of 
those leaders — especially 
in our own country — are 
now owned by an industry 
that is loath to give up any 
profit they can make from 
ravaging the land for fossil 
fuels, then burning those 
fuels to further damage 
the planet...

CREATE COLLEGE AFFORDABILITY COMMISSION (H 86 OO) 

House 38-120, rejected an amendment that would create a 16-member 
College Affordability Commission to examine the contributing factors to ris¬ 
ing costs at colleges and universities. The committee would hold public hear¬ 
ings and provide the Legislature with its findings and recommendations by 
March 1,2018. 

Amendment supporters said rising costs are pricing students out of college 
or leaving them with huge student loan debts.

LICENSING FORSPECIAL EDUCATION ADVLSERS(H 8600) 

House 27-131, rejected an amendment that would require special educa¬ 
tion advisors to be regulated and licensed by the state. Special education ad¬ 
visors help the families of special education needs children navigate through 
the complicated world of special education and advise them on understand¬ 
ing their rights and how to receive appropriate services for their child. 

The regulations would be drafted by the state’s Special Education Advisory 


Council which is comprised of individuals involved in or concerned with the 
education of children with disabilities. 

Supporters said special education advisors currently are completely unreg¬ 
ulated and do not need a license or any minimum amount of training. 

Opponents said they don't necessarily oppose the licensing and regulation 
of these advisors but argued the idea has not been debated at length and/or 
subject to a public hearing. They questioned whether the Special Education 
Advisory Council should be the entity that drafts the regulations.

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

RAPISTS AND PARENTAL RIGHTS (S 832) - The Judiciary Committee 
held a hearing on a bill that would take away the parental rights of convicted 
rapists. The measure prohibits convicted rapists from getting custody of or 
obtaining visitation rights to see the child bom from the rape. It also allows 
the courts, despite this termination of rights, to require that the perpetrator 
of the rape pay child support. 

NO PARENTAL RIGHTS FOR MURDERERS (H 2285) - The Judiciary 
Committee is also considering a bill that would remove a child from the cus¬ 
tody of his or her parent who is convicted of murdering the child's other par- 

The measure provides a few exemptions including allowing custody by the 


convicted parent if the child requests it and the court determines that the 
child is mature enough to make such a decision. Another exemption allows 
custody if the convicted parent suffered from physical, sexual or psychologi¬ 
cal abuse from the murdered parent. 

TAX CREDIT FOR ELECTRIC AND OTHER ALTERNATIVE FUEL 
VEHICLES (H 2585) - A bill before the Revenue Committee would provide 
a tax credit of up to $20,000 for taxpayers who purchase a new vehicle that is 
primarily fueled by an alternative fuel including electricity, liquid petroleum 
gas, natural gas or hydrogen fuel. 

BAN MOST OUT-OF-STATE USE OF EBT CARDS (H 106 ) - The Chil¬ 
dren, Families and Persons with Disabilities Committee held a hearing on 
legislation that would prohibit welfare recipients from using their Electronic 
Bank 'IYansfer (EBT) cards in any state other than Massachusetts and its bor¬ 
der states of Connecticut, New Hampshire, New York, Rhode Island and Ver- 

m< Supporters say reports have shown that $2.3 million was used on EBT 
cards in Florida and substantial amounts in California and St- rhomas. Ine> 
said H seems that some people might be vacationing on taxpayer dollars. 

Opponents say less than one percent of EBT dollars is spent out of state. 
They noted this "over the top” amendment would prevent someone from 
using money even to attend a family member s funeral out of state. 

BAN CELL PHONES IN SCHOOL ZONES (H 1878) - The TYansporta- 
tion Committee held a hearing on a measure prohibiting the use of cell 
phones by drivers in a school zone. Violators would he fined $100 for a first 
offense, $200 for a second offense and $300 for subsequent offenses. 

TOBACCO LAWS - The Public Health Committee's hearing included pro¬ 
posals that would require all food and beverages sold through vending ma¬ 
chines located in government buildings be limited to items that comply with 
the nutritional standards established by the state's commissioner of public 
health (S1217); raise from 18 to 21 the minimum age at which a person can 
purchase cigarettes or other tobacco products (S 1178); and require stores 
that sell tobacco products to conspicuously post signage informing con¬ 
sumers that smoking cessation programs are available at www.makesmok- 
inghistory.org and The Smokers Helpline at l-80O-Quit-Now 1-800-784- 
8669 (S1271). 

ENSURE PRESCRIPTION MEDICINE IS AVAILABLE DURING 
EMERGENCIES (H1178) - Another proposal at the Public Health Commit¬ 
tee hearing would require the state to develop and publicize a statewide plan 
for ensuring the availability of prescription medications during a state of 
emergency. 

The plan would include allowing early refills of prescriptions, ensunng that 
vehicles delivering medications to pharmacies and hospitals are treated as 
emergency vehicles and establishing a toll-free telephone number and a web¬ 
site for citizens to get assistance in locating prescription medication. 

SEATBELT AWARENESS MONTH AND ASIAN AMERICAN PACIFIC 
ISLANDER MONTH - On May 18, the House gave initial approval to a bill 
(H1716) designating June as Seatbelt Awareness Month to "increase aware¬ 
ness of the importance of seatbelt safety.” 

On that same day, despite the month of May being more than half over, the 
House hastily gave initial approval to a proposal (H 3360) designating May 
as Asian American Pacific Islander, in recognition of "the significant contri¬ 
butions Asian-Americans and Pacific Islanders have made to the common¬ 
wealth." 

HOW LONG WAS LAST WEEK'S SESSION? Beacon Hill Roll Call 
tracks the length of time that the House and Senate were in session each 
week. Many legislators say that legislative sessions are only one aspect of the 
Legislature's job and that a lot of important work is done outside of the 
House and Senate chambers. They note that their jobs also involve commit¬ 
tee work, research, constituent work and other matters that are important to 
their districts. Critics say that the Legislature does not meet regularly or long 
enough to debate and vote in public view on the thousands of pieces of legis¬ 
lation that have been filed. They note that the infrequency and brief length of 
sessions are misguided and lead to irresponsible late night sessions and a 
mad rush to act on dozens of bills in the days immediately preceding the end 
of an annual session. 

During the week of May 15-19, the House met for a total of 27 minutes and 
the Senate met for a total of 23 minutes.

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Fire rips through barn 


No injuries were 
reported in a two-alarm 
fire that tore through a 
Cohasset barn Monday 
afternoon (May 22).

Heavy fire was visible 
from the front of barn on 
arrival of the scene. Dock- 
ray established command 
of the incident, while fire¬ 
fighters stretched a hand 
line to attack the fire and 
established a water supply 
into Engine 2. Command 
ordered a second alarm at 
12:22 p.m. 

Units from Hingham, 
Hull and Scituate arrived 
on scene, establishing a 
second water supply and 
stretched two additional 
hose lines to attack the fire, 
Dockray said. 

The heavy fire was 
knocked down within 30 
minutes. 

He said firefighters then 
spent the next 90 minutes 
overhauling the bam. A 
trooper from the state fire 
marshals office is assisting 
Cohasset Fire Department 
in determining the cause. 
An engine company from 
Norwell covered fire head¬ 
quarters while units were 
operating at the scene. Elm 
Street was shut down for 
about two hours, police 
said. 

The 2-!6-story barn was 
unoccupied and was being 
used for lawn equipment.
